the Vatican influences, and who know by many
and bitter experiences how mistaken many
of the nctions of the Pope andhis counsellors |
ara.

It was well nnderstood that the great coun- |
cil called by the Pope is designed to ratify |
decisions already resolved upon, the principal |
dogmas to be ssserted being the personal in. |
fallibility of the Pope and the assumption of |
the Virgin, 1t was n knowledge of the real |
charncter of the counecil that called forth the |
protest of Father Hyacinthe, 'We scarcely,
however, expected that anything of the kind
would be openly acknowledged at Rome,
and it is certainly a remarkable exam-
pls of the total inability of the rnlers of

the Church to comprehend the real |
situation, that the official organ of the |
Pope, the Civitte Cattdice, should say |

plainly, as it is reported to do by a cable |
despateh, ‘“That the bishops have been sum-
moned to the council not to deliberate on and
decide questions by a vote of the majority,
but to ratify decisions alveady resolved upon |
by the Sovereign and Infallible Pontift,”

The dootrine of the Church always has
been that the decision of a universal couneil,
after free and impartial disenssion, was the
voice of the Church. In such a council the
Pope has but one voice and vote, the same as |
any other bishop, and it is essential that the
most unrestrained freedom of debate should
be allowed in order to make the conelusions
of the council binding, If there is any re-
gtraint upon the discussions, if every member
of the council is not allowed to speak his
mind freely and to vote according to his con-

geience, there arve hosts of Catholics who
will refuse to recognize the decisions
a5 being those of & real council

of the Church. One prominent clergyman
has alveady nnnounced his position in clear,
nnmistakable terms, and if what the official
organ of the Vatican Court says proves true,
hie will undoubtedly be joined by others whose
love for the Church and faith in its doctrines
cannot be disputed. A graud opportunity to |
establish its authority and influence more
firmly than ever is apparsntly about to be
thrown away by the Roman Church, aud with
the influences for good which it can veadily |
wield, this course cannot but canse profonnd i
regret to impartinl and right-minded wmen,
